. Tientain, Feb, 17. 
THE PEEING NEWS 

has been aust startling of the week, It is 
definitely givea out that Li Hung-chang 
leaves at once on a apecial mission to Europe, 
tho oatensibie reason being the forthooming 
Coronation of the Czar, His-Excellency is 
expeoted here on the 16th of this moon, aud 
will at once begio his preparations ; up to 
date hie suite has not been nominated, bat it 
is understcod that Dr Lin of the Tientsin 
Medical School will accompany him. It is 
anticipated that Mr Lo Feng-loh will be 
first secretary of the Mission, but thore is 
also a possibility of Li Ching-fong (Lord Li) 
accepticg the position. Mr Jo is equally 
facile in Hroncd and English, a point worthy 
of note jn Russias politioal and social life. 
This great and unexpected departure has 
created much excitement in diplomatic 
ciroles, and will be tho cause of infinite 
speculation as to the old Vicoroy’s present 
and future standing; it is binted in official 
circles hore that the nomination is not that 
of the burenucrata in Poking, but that it hos 
fan occult origin in quertors which are far 
raore powerful at prosent in the capital than 
any native faction, The same powerful 
protection which saved the Tsung-tang from 
being made the ecape-gont for the national 
shortcomings during the late war hus been 
exercised again. It-wou intimated in no 
uncertain tones that for so high an ovcasioa 
the envoy must be aut frinceps aut Li.

TRADE ROUTES TO YUNNAN. 

Dr Morrison, author of that enjoyable but 
not everywhere reliable book of travels * An 
Australian ia China,’ is at present in Bang- 
kok, whoro ho has been expressing his 
opinion on the trade routes to Yuonan, The 
Siaie Free Presa saya i— 

Dr Morrison, wa find, ta quite of the 
opinion that the much advortised Burmah- 
China railway would bo wasted, Apart 
from the natural difflculties of the work, the 
Doctor ‘tells us,, what’ many thoughtful 
writera havo elready advanced, that the 
natutal trade route to Yunnan is through 
Tonkin by the Black River, which is 
navigable for light draught steamers even 
above Lankei. This and tho West River 
route ;aro tho two natural outlets from 
Yunnan, ond must hold the fictd against any 
artificial route created via Burmah or Siam. 
He aleo appears to consider that the trade of 
Yunnan is greatly exaggerated, ond asserts 
that it hos fallen off within late years, 


OUSTING THE. FOREIGN TRADE. 
TRADE PROSPECTS IN JAPAN. 


Those whose business or inclination leads 
thom to a perusal of commercial jonrnals 
published at home must frequontly bu as- 
tonished by tho knowledgo of Japanese 
trade conditions which is assumed in thoir 
columns. Writers who buve never boon 
near Japan and for whom the country is 
little mors than a geographical oxprossion, 
or who at least have had no oxpericnco 
of tho conditions of. trade bere, bolieve 
themselves to know mora about the mo- 
thods of doing business in tho Far Hast 


aupporta this by a reference to the condi 
tions applying to trade na between Japanese 
and Japanesa, We are not very muoh sure 
priced that the British Trade Joural ine 
sorts this interview ; for, os is well known, 
the proprictora of that journal are con- 
nected with a quarterly advertising medium, * 
priate. in Japaneas, tho object of which 
is to bring the British producer and the 
Jepaneso cousumer ‘into “direct” relations 
with each other, and it aoome to be thought 
that one way to do this is to misrepresent 
tho methods and position of the forciga im- 
porter. But wo must say that wo ara sure 
prised to find the Hongkong. Daily Frese 
accepting this interview as 40 accurate pro- 
sentment of tho conditions prevailing in 
this country, ‘Foreign firms in Japau,” 
says the Hongkong journal,-‘ are throataned 
With aovere competition at the hands of 
native merchants, who are preparing, havo 
indeod commenced, to angago in direst 
trade with forcign countries.’ This 
abservation alouo is sufficient to show how 
far the Daily Press ia an authority on tho 
matter, so that the snoer at the discussion 
of the question ‘ with moro or lox intolli- 
gence by tho foreign pross of Japan’ 
must recoilon our Hongkong. contumpox 
tary, which oloarly displays Josa rather 
than ‘moro intelligences whon it fails to 
porcaive the inaccuracies, minstutements, 
and fallacies of tha intorview wo have cri- 
ticised. Foreign firma are not only. * threns 
toned’ with competition’ from Jopanosa 
firms, but thoy have had to wwost this 
compotition for years past, with the reault 
that the position of the foreign morchant 
is atronger to-day than it ever was, In 
the competition in foreign trade somo half- 
dozon Japsneso firnoa’ have auccoeded—al- 
moat wholly in export’ business, be it 
romarked—but for theao half-dozen firms 


than merchants who |havo ali thoir “lives 
been engaged in supplying tho needs of 
the Japanoso market. Phe British Trade 
Journal, for example, prefaces on article 
dealing with trade in Japan by reiterating 
some depreciatory remarks previously 
made concerning Mr Longford’s recent ro- 
pott on Japaneso trade, its author being ac- 
cused of having ‘fallon a victim to tho 
habit of generalizing from particular 
instances.

YIRE EXTINGUISHING APPLIANCES. 
Te has oftem been remarked that the 
Chinese are utilitarian, and by no means 
unwilling to adopt ay nsw contrivance, of 
whioh they seo the utility, provided that its 
adoption does not lessen the amount of 
manual labour hitherto employed. Aa ex- 
ampto of this tendenoy may be scen in the 
woy in which the people of Canton are laying 
down iron piping with a view to protect 
themeelves from the largo conflagrations, 
which, in the past, have so frequently 
cursed thiscity, In the case of fire, often 
soough, unless,it be near the tiver’s-bank, 
at high wator, there ia a fatal scarcity of 
water, A yearor twoago, however, some 


few of tho mora wealthy streets combined, |. 


and the requisite machinery for pumping 
water, in case of fire, was purohased. . The 
engine and machinery wero erected, In @ 
gubstantial building om tha river's brinl, 
‘Tha iron pipes wero Idid sometimes under 
the granite slabs of the atreets, literally 
embedded in sewage, sometimes over the 
roofs of the.shops, and so were arranged to 
convey water into the city itself. By this 
means, water could be pumped, at a few 
minutes’ notices, at least half-a-mile awey, 
and the ‘volume of wator which one of these 
tubes would throw, would be greater than 
soveral of the smal! hoss of their own hand 
engines. The big fire of last autumn demon- 
atrated the yaluc of this modern appliance, 
for when the fire burat withia reach of one 
of these pipes, the volume of water 
which was immediately tarned on speedily 
extinguished the conflagration, Lately, 
the wealthicr parta of the city are adopt- 


ing this preveulutive very extensively; |” 


and tha mouths of the tubes, which are 
ueually closed, meet us at almost every 
atreat corner.

For example, ho is mado to speak of the 
line of steamships in operation between 
Fapan and Australia uoder tho auspices of 
the Nippon” Yusen Kaisha, whereas o 
Japaneso .zmorchant might bo - expected 
to know that though a ateamer or two 
has been sont to the Colonics at various 
times by this company, no suck line as 
ho refers to has yet been established. 
Then ho speaks of tho foreign merchants 
having olfices at the ' Ports or Treaty Sot- 
tlements, and omploying ' Japanese and 
Ohinese a3 bantos or compradores for trad- 
ing purposes outside,’ as if Ohinese any 
more than Enropeans or Americans could 
travel about the interior and make con- 
tracts in poraon with Japanese merchants.

Trade Journal will peraaps be interested 
to know that this is true in very fow in- 
stances, The custom is for the banto to got 
a stall commiesion on each transaction, but 
in the grent majority of cases ho has certain- 
ly uothiug to do with fixing tho solling 
price. Mr Isono’s views on the question

intercating, if neither acourate nor inatrud 
tive. Thia-little failing of the Japaneso 
trader ho bolicvos to be ' due to tho apathy 
of European firms in not taking the trouble 
to oppoint agents through whom their 
marks and labels could be rogistored.

DIRECT TRADE. WITH JAPAN, 


Some time age, the Ministry of Agrioul- 
ture and Commerea applied to the Tokyo 
Chamber vf Commerce G information upoa 
five points connsctid with that ignis fafuus 


wero; let.—The number who are, or have 
beens engaged in it; 2nd.—The mannor of 
conducting the business; 3rd.—The atatiatics 
as to the duration of such direct export 
houses; - 4th.—Tho circumstances which 
operated injuriously to such direot trade; 
aud 5th—The measures to bo taken for 
developing it, Wa hepe that the Govern- 
mont are enlisfed with the replies they have 
received to their questiong, which, however, 
aoarcely seem to us to be satisfatery, or to 
throw much lightupon the subject, Out of 
the five questions, the answers to only the 
Jost two have been published, bat it ecoma 
to us that answers to the firet ‘thres would 
be highly beneficinl, especintly that to num- 


ber 8, for it would be interesting to know 
the amount of inoney which the Japancss 
have lvst withid the leet teu or fifteen years 
in dabbling in -dircot trade; an amount 
which from what has proviously beon made 
public, would, wo think, reach a very large 
sum, Thess, however, are statistics which 
the Japanese would sooner keop to them- 
selves, Of the reacons which favo acted 
injuriously upon the trade, 
ber give four; tho ‘rst is want of 
banking focilitica, ond the second that 
the rate of interest ie too high. Can- 
sidering that the Specie Bank cconot find 
enough business to do amongst Japanese 
merchante, and competes with the foreiga 
bake for the trade of fureigners, the former 
reauon lools a very doubtful one, -and bear- 
ing in mind aleo that the Specie Bauk wos 
enabled, for ycors, in consequence of tha 
policy of the Government, to give better 
rates than the forcign banks, tho sesond 
reason peema also to be doubtful. ‘The third 
rensua giyen—the want of knowledge vf ihe 
Japanese of forcign conditions of commerce 
—-seems a much more plansiblo one, sod 
therois alec a great deal of truth io the 
fourth one, ‘a want of uniformity and. a 
teadenoy to deterioration of quality’ in the 
exports. It is. well known that foreign 
dealers aro unable to place any reliance in 
the quality of goods as delivered to them by 
Japanese, and are obliged to keep eroployecs 
ac inspectore to, examine all goods bonght 
before taking final delivery thereof, cleo they

A3to the means by which direct trado is 
tobe incroaeed, the Tokyo Chamber's sug- 
gestions are generally but of small value, 
Thy first is on increase of the number. of 
Consulates abroad, Thisis of a piecowith the 
ueoal Japanese plan of relying upun Govera~ 
ment assistance. But it is not tho Consul 
who makes the trade, but the quantity of 
business which justifies the establishment of 
at Couaul at a certaia trade centre. The 
Tokyo Chamber wishes to place the cart 
befera: the herse, and also seems to think 
that the sdvyioo of a Consul is. necessary to 
show merchunts how to succeed, But no 
Consul, even if like the foreign conauls in 
tho East, he ia trained to the oereer, can be 
qualified to give advice upoo the multitudi- 
nous branches of morcaptile lifo.’ They oan 
and do comment Iucidly upon the various 
branches of trado which are carried on in 
theic respective distriots, but for the facta 
and figures upon which they comment, they 
aro entirely indebted to the merchants 
themsulves. How oan a Consul bo expected 
to be thoroughly aw jait with such various 
brauohes of trade say as silk aud tea, yaros 
or sole leather,, &. Tha idea is, to 
soy the least, absurd. The scoond 
nicasure desired is an incrosse of banking 
feoilities, “Here again there would seem 
to ba something wanting in Japanese busi- 
noes habits: Why is it absolutely necessary 
that a Japanese should deal only with a 
Japanese bank, A great portion of the ex- 
port aod import trade of Japan is oarried on 
by French, Germans, Americans, aud mer= 
chanta vi other nationalitics, and yot all the 
forcign banks hero are English. How ts it 
thet they can carry on business through 
fureign banks and Japancsa cannot, unless 
it be that the credit and business habite of 
the tormer are uareliable? Another aug- 
gestion, and a good ons, is the education of 
mon in the systems of foreign business and 
commerce, but to do this boys and youths 
must bo sent abroad early and be trained up 
io foreign habite. As lo the suggestion of 
the extension of the Custom Houses of this 
country, nothing can be more illogical, 
Wo should rather say abolish them altoga- 
then Jf we wout examples of the benetits 
of this, take the ffourishiog ports of Hong. 
kong ond Singapore, where Custom Houses 
are unknown, {f theeo fatter aro to be ree 


tothe Japanese, but it is oae which, with 
ali thoir guilds, they scom lonth to adopt, 
But in any cose, it is a question for, the 
merchants teemselves. - loturior qualitica of 
gooda must naturally be made, and if they 
are so repreecated, and paid for accordingly, 
no éne would object. What foreigners pro- 
test against, is tae practice cf trping to toist 
uff iuterior goods a6 firat class_ouee, ond it 
this is carried on with articleo oxpurted 
directly by the Japanese to the same extent 
that itds with the lugal trade, it in no won- 
der. that direct trade. does yot prosper.
